Neither tonsils nor ‘adenoids 
should ever be removed while

.  Corfain Conditions 


In spite of tho fact that, the 
lymph “tissue at this point is 6° 
important in fighting infection, 
from time to time we find cer 
tain conditions which require 
the removal. of the tonsils or 
adenoids, or both, eee 

As u result of recurring 1n- 
fection, tonsils and adenoids 
grow in size and fafl to return 
to norma]. One of the most 
‘urgent indications for removing 
them is seen when these cn- 
Jarged growths actually Inter- 
fere with breathing or awallow- 
‘ing. Adenoids may also impair 
hearing by blocking the tubes 
that lead from the middle car to 
the nasal portion of tho throat, 

Other serious conditions 
when these. growths continue to 
harbour infections which may 
become active when the body 
resistance ‘is low, It 1s neces- 
cary to remove the tonsils when 
chronic infections bring recur- 
ring attack; of tonsillitis or 
abscesves of the tonsils, Chronic 
alnus infection, due to oversized 
or infected pdenolds, also calls 
for removal of these growths, 

Many doctors believe that 
chronic tonsil Infection may 
cause _certaln, kidney, _ heart, 
and rheumatic diseases. Ton- 
sillectomy may therefore be in- 
dicated in these conditions, but 
only if the tonsils are definitely 
infected, ‘ 

The doctors will decide in 
each case whether or not the 
tonsils should be removed and, 
if removal ig necessary, when 
the tonsillectomy should be 
performed,
